Wolves players didn't have much luck in the Adelaide Casino at the weekend, there 
were a few empty pockets and long faces on the flight home, but the most important 
part of the rip had been successful. That scoreless draw against Adelaide was the 
jackpot coach Nick Theodorakopoulos had been punting on. It gave his team a 
chance to get back on the rails after that loss to Sydney United. 

As far as Nick was concerned it also squared the ledger with the team's supporters. He 
said the players owed the fans something after the loss to United. “There were more 
than 10,000 people at Brandon Park for that game and the boys felt they let them 
down,” the coach said.

The Wollongong players will be hoping to make that four 
out of four tonight.
